'Last minute hitch will 
be resolved'says council 


TWO members of staff from 
the Jigsaw playgroup attended 
the meeting of the George 
Reynolds Centre project com¬ 
mittee on Monday to express 
their concern over what they 
saw as a last minute serious 
problem regarding their move 
to the centre, due to take place 
next week. 

Sharon Anstey and Rachael 
Frost spoke in the public forum 
about the urgent matter of the 
erection of a secure fence 
around the outside area to be 
used by the children in their 
care, which is required for Of- 
sted regulations. 

It had been understood by 
members of Jigsaw and the Out 
of School Club that a perma¬ 
nent fence would be in place in 
time for their Ofsted inspection 
on October 24th, but no fence 
had been erected and, with the 
move imminent, they said they 
feared the consequences. 

Owner of Jigsaw and the Out 
of School Club, Kay Chant, 
was on the project steering 
committee for the centre. She 
said they had only found out on 
October 2nd that fencing had 
not been included in the con¬ 
tract and yet the committee had 
known in June that the fixed 
fence was a requirement for 
Ofsted.

She said she had written 
to the town council and 
asked if they could hold an 
emergency sitting to ap¬ 
prove a fence as their next 
meeting would not be until 
Monday 22nd, two days 
before the inspectors were 
due. She explained she 
had already asked for a 
two day delay in the in¬ 
spection and could not re¬ 
quest a further 
postponement. 

Mrs Chant was informed 
by the chairman, Council¬ 
lor Rusty Jackson, that this 
was not possible and such 
things could only be de¬ 
bated at council if they 
were placed on the agenda 
in time. 

The fence, which was 
proposed to enclose an 
area at the back of the 
building where there are 
two doors, one from the 
preschool room and one 
from the general area 
which would also be used 
by the preschool, had been 
discussed as to height and 
type but was not part of 
the build contract. 

Speaking to the Week¬ 
ender the following day, 


town clerk Jeanne Warner 
said there had been a mis¬ 
understanding on the part 
of Mrs Chant, as the fenc¬ 
ing was never part of the 
tender process and as such 
separate planning permis¬ 
sion was necessary. The 
type of fencing was cmcial 
as it had to be considered 
for fire evacuation assess¬ 
ment to make sure there 
was no hindrance to safe 
exit. 

She pointed out the pre¬ 
school was leasing the 
building and as they were 
a commercial tenant, any 
additional fixings had to 
be approved by the coun¬ 
cil, also as it was for the 
specific need of the pre¬ 
school would not be paid 
for by the council. Mrs 
Warner said the council 
was confident that a solu¬ 
tion had been found and 
that all would be resolved 
happily in time and 
wanted to reassure the tax¬ 
payers that the town coun¬ 
cil would not be asked to 
pay for the fence. 

Speaking on Wednesday, 
Sharon Anstey from Jig¬ 
saw said there had been a

News from South Somerset 


George Reynolds Centre to open next month 

A marvellous asset for the town and for the future 


NEW FUNDING for warning signs in towns and villages 
with a history of speed-related problems on their roads 
has been announced by Somerset County Council. 

The speed indicator devices (SID) will be available to 
town and parish councils without charge, thanks to a 
£200,000 investment from the council's capital fund. 

Cabinet members David Hall and Harvey Siggs an¬ 
nounced a new policy for how the council manages 
permanent and portable vehicle-activated signs, and 
the funding for expanding the portable sign scheme. 
The number of signs to be bought will depend on the 
number of parishes wishing to take part, each sign costs 
about £2,500. 

Councillor Hall said:"Somerset communities can now 
have warning signs installed to help them address the 
problems caused by speeding vehicles without it cost¬ 
ing them a penny. If there are places in your community 
where frequent speeding is perceived to be a problem, 
I urge members of the public to speak to their parish 
council and encourage them to apply." 

Annual charges to councils wanting the signs installed 
temporarily in problems areas have been scrapped. 
Parish and town councils will be able to apply for one 
SID at any time, but further applications could be con¬ 
sidered at a later date. Parish councils were previously 
charged £750 for the first year they took part in the SID 
scheme, and then £350 annually. 

The county council's new policy will also give local 
people a greater say over where the signs are posi¬ 
tioned, as long as the locations meet qualifying criteria. 
A traffic officer will present the data collected by the 
signs to the community council or annual parish meet¬ 
ing as soon as possible after it has been removed. The 
signs record the speed of every vehicle, regardless of 
whether it activates the warning message, but does not 
record any other detail. 

The signs will spend up to two weeks in any location, 
and will not be installed in the same place within four 
months. 


CREWKERNE Sports and Youth Activities Limited, the 
management company which will run the George 
Reynolds Centre has announced it will open to public 
view on November 9th. The company has become a reg¬ 
istered charity and has eight trustees, it is also an incor¬ 
porated not for profit company. 

At the meeting of the project steering committee on 
Monday October 15th, it was reported that following the 
town council’s agreement to help set up a specialised 
computer system for the centre and the agreement of a 
start up loan, a website is under development and the 
finishing touches being put into place. A membership re¬ 
cruitment drive is under way. 

The committee agreed that the signage on the front of 


the building should read: “The George Reynolds Centre” 
and then the side elevation to say “Community Sport and 
Youth”. The style and font to be similar to that of the 
Aqua Centre, but a little larger, these proposals will be 
put to the town council on Monday for recommendation. 

Crewkerne Town Council projects officer Jed Dunn, 
who is in daily contact with the contrators CS Williams, 
said they were confident the internal fitting would be fin¬ 
ished by today (Friday October 19th) apart from the first 
floor kitchen and the cellar and bar which would be fit¬ 
ted by the brewery. External works were expected to be 
finished by the 26th. 

A community open day is planned for Friday. Novem¬ 
ber 9th, from l-4pm with coffee and cake and 6-9pm 


with cheese and wine. Everyone will be welcome to ex¬ 
amine the new facility. 

Councillor Rusty Jackson, chairman of the George 
Reynolds Committee and town council director on 
CSYAL said: :This building will be finished just after an 
amazing summer for British sport and will provide the 
ideal opportunity for that legacy to live on for generations 
to come. Close links will be forged between community 
groups and sports clubs to enable the spirit which deliv¬ 
ered the Olympic games to which David Cameron re¬ 
ferred in his speech after the Victory Parade to encourage 
young people to take up sport in a state of the art facility 
offering spectacular views over the sports pitches. It is a 
marvellous asset for the town and for the future”

Con¬ 
gratulations to all the 
team involved and I 
wish you every success 
with this initiative which 
provides a much appre¬ 
ciated asset for Hinton 
St George." 

The shop floor had 
been completely re¬ 
vamped and a first-floor 
flat created which will 
provide extra income 
for the venture. 

The village, which has 
a large percentage of 
retired residents, relies 
heavily on its local serv¬ 
ices, especially since the 
cutbacks in rural buses 
and, thanks to their ef¬ 
forts, the community 
shop and Post Office 
should be secured for 
future generations.

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A lifelong passion for horses

BORN and bred in Crewkerne, one 
of six boys and three girls, Mike 
Coombes has had a lifelong love of 
horses. 

The son of a timber merchant 
turned publican, his grandparents on 
both side of the family, Coombes and 
Osbornes, had horses and after going 
into gardening and landscaping when 
he left school, Mike bought his first 
horse at 16 and began a love of rid¬ 
ing to hounds which continued for 38 
years and included whipping in for 
Seavington Foxhounds. 

Mike said: “I had just left school 
and went down to the Boxing Day 
hunt with my older brother Graham 
who was a gamekeeper. I looked at 
the huntsman and said I’d like to 
have a crack at that and he said to me 
‘that’s a man’s job not a boy’s’. 

“Well that was like a red rag to a 
bull. I found a lady in Holy City and 
had two riding sessions a week.” 

Now living on a farm owned by 
the Warren Trust in North Perrott, 
Mike together with his daughter, has 
become a top breeder of riding 
ponies. 

When his own two daughters came 
into the world and the need for more 
ponies in the family became appar¬ 
ent, he opened a riding stables oppo¬ 
site Maiden Beech School and 
began a passion for breeding riding 
ponies. 

By 2002 he had registered his stud 
prefix “Goresmead” which referred

to a plot of land he bought on the 
Lyme Road. 

Mike said: “I was under the im¬ 
pression that gore meant blood but 
apparently it is also a Scottish word, 
something to do with the pleat of a 
skirt or a triangle of land. That was 
when we stood our first stallion, 
Mylerstown Morello and it really 
took off with the riding ponies, he 
sired six ponies. 

“We were living on the Black- 
downs then and had the option to 
come to Downclose and things 
started flying in a big way. Now we 
stand five stallions and eight brood 
mares which have all produced 
county standard offspring, shown 
from the Royal Cornwall to Kent 
County shows in the south and the 
Great Yorkshire and Derbyshire Fes¬ 
tival of the Horse and many more. 

“The Horse of the Year Show is a 
big calendar date, because all our 
ponies are bred to keep 12 per cent 
Welsh and 12 per cent Arab. They 
can be shown in more classes so at 
some of the three day shows we can 
do all the competitions. It’s a lot of 
work keeping their coats right and 
everything done just so. We find the 
Arab gives them lots of quality and 
the native pony gives them more 
bone and keeps them a bit more 
grounded. 

“It’s been a lifetime passion of 


mine for me to see quality, move¬ 
ment and confirmation of a horse. 
There’s nothing better than to see a 
horse in motion, doing its job. 

“Some people like a big car, but 
for me it’s the horse every time. 

“My two biggest moments to date 
have been after the unfortunate inci¬ 
dent when the Seavington huntsman 
Jack Dark, took a fall and I stepped 
in and had the pleasure of hunting a 
pack of hounds; that set me up for a 
long time. The second was last year 
when I saw Cele (Bradmore Celebra¬ 
tion) pick up the Supreme Champi¬ 
onship with her foal at the Cherif 
National Championships. 

“My ultimate is to win the Cuddy’s 
Supreme In Hand Championship at 
the Horse of the Year Show - we 
were sixth this Year. 

“About 20 years ago I met up with 
Pat Greenleaf who had the Bradmore 
Stud, she was at Buckland St Mary, 
we had backed several ponies for her 
and when her producer moved to 
Australia, her ponies came to us. I 
learned a lot from Pat and we never 
sell ponies unless we know where 
they’re going to. 

“It’s a way of life, I get up at 
5.30am and I’m on the yard at six, 
when we are full, I eat around 7-8pm 
in the evening. Thank goodness for 
CCTV, we’ve got cameras set up in 
the box for when they are foaling. 
It’s hard work, last year we were car¬ 


rying buckets of water because the 
pipes froze, but I love it.” 

Mike is also a British Show Pony 
Society qualified course builder and 
builds hunter jumps for the Dorset 
County and Chard shows and judges 


at hunt shows which take him over 
to Jersey. 

He often rubs shoulders with high 
society but like his ponies and has 
remained grounded 
He said proudly: “I speak two lan¬ 


guages, a bit of English and the rest 
is Somerset. My philosophy is you 
never make out you know every¬ 
thing because people won’t tell you 
anything.”

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Review Concert 


The MarsyasTrio 

at llminster Arts Centre, Friday, October 6th 

review by Anthony Pither 


IN ALMOST every way this inspiring trio of flute, 
cello and piano has brought Concerts in the West 
(2012) to a successful close. Helen Vidovich flute, Va¬ 
lerie Welbanks cello and Fei Ren piano are now resi¬ 
dent in London but originally hail from Australia, 
Canada and New Zealand, respectively. 

Most impressive of all was the application of their 
philosophy to present commissioned and contem¬ 
porary works, prepared and executed to the highest 
level.The highlight of the evening was a recent com¬ 
mission, supported by the PRS for Music Founda- 
tion's'Women Make Music', ATriple Portrait from the 
Russian, Elena Firsova, one of seven former USSR 
blacklisted women composers; Elena has been a UK 
resident for the past 20 years.
